By this m ean s'th e co m m ittee will 
be able to check up every co nsum er 
in the co unty, and in cases where 
anyo ne's nam e appears 
011 mo re than 
o ne dealer's list an investigatio n to 
determ ine whether pro secutio n is ad­ 
visable will be made. 
Dealers have 
been instructed to limit future co n­ 
signm ents 
to 
co nsum ers 
at 
1,000 
po unds fo r tho se who havo f urnaces 
and 500 po unds fo r tho se who heat 
w ith sto ves.

His veracity challenged by President 
Vilson, Senator Chamberlain, a Demo­ 
crat, chairman of the senate commit­ 
tee on m ilitary affairs, rep lied to Pres­ 
ident Wilsou’s » tiack up on his criti­ 
cism of the administration’s conduct 
of the war. 
Before a senate and crowded gal­ 
leries that sp t in intent silence, fol­ 
lowing each word uttered, Chairman 
Chamberlain said that he believed the 
time had come when 
the country 
should hear the truth and judge not 
btdAeeu the p resident and himself nor 
may others as individuals, but between 
Policies which affect p ersonal safety 
in this war of every lighting man as 
well as that of the nation, Its institu­ 
tions and civilization in general. 
War Department and Epidemics. 
The Oregon senator said he would 
show that the deaths of the hundreds 
and thousands of men at cantonments 
and camp s were due to the war de­ 
p artm ent and that “all ep idemics could 
have been p revented if the war de­ 
p artment had W 'n effective.” 
“This Information comes right from 
the men who are orf the ground. They 
k now what they are talk ing about.” 
“Now that my truthfulness has been 
q uestioned,” he continued, “I feel it 
my duty to tell the country something 
I might not have told it under ordinary 
circumstances. 
I do it as a man who 
loves his country best of all and who 
would willingly give his life for it. 
I 
do it fearlessly as an American citi­ 
zen who desires to help and not to 
hinder.” 
, , 
Warned Against Ov ercrowding. 
Senator Chamberlain referred to the 
warnings 
given 
by 
Major 
General 
(Treble, commander at Camp Bowie, 
Tex., last summer against overcrowd­ 
ing men ihHents. 
General 
rep ort, he continued, 
showed overcrow!Hng In virtually every 
camp , and he- assented that the sur- 
< goon general, of eminent rep utation, 
had not been consulted regarding can­ 
tonment locations. 
Shows Wilson Was Consulted. 
Senator Ohaml^flam read to the 
senate a letter reoJved from President 
Wilson op p osing the creation of a min­ 
ister of munitions. He said he did this 
to counteract the p resident’s charge 
that he had not been consulted regard­ 
ing p rop osed legislation to be offered 
in congress. 
Senator ('hoinbq rip jn op ened his de­ 
fense by stating that, if the p resident 
relied for the truth 
as to conditions in 
the war dep artment up on the same offi­ 
cials who testified before the senate 
committee on military nffnirs, he did 
not k now the truilr because they had 
shown they did not themselves k now 
It. 
The senator acq uitted Secretary 
Bak er and his aids of any attemp t at 
decep tion. 
He excused them on the 
ground that, burdeu|d with details as 
they are, they coutOp ot k now all the 
facts or even k now home of them all 
the time. 
Letter From Dead Soldier's Father. 
Senate and galleries were moved to 
exp ressions of « motion as Senator 
Chamberlain read a letter to Senator 
Wadsworth. , The writer, whose name 
was not given, said he was notified 
through friends that his son was ill 
six day s after lie had been tak en to 
the camp hosp ital. 
He was first p er­ 
mitted to see the boy through a win­ 
dow and the first sight ap p alled him. 
The room and bed were filthy , he 
wrote, and the p atient had not been 
bathed for eight day s. 
His req uests 
for a m use or to p ermit himself to aid 
his son were refused, the writer stat­ 
ed, but firn’Tv b« was fold he might 
p rovide clean clothes. 
When he re­ 
turned his son’s face and hands had 
been washed, but still were dirty . 
The next day hu returned again as 
an attendant was 
T r y i n g to give the 
p atient water from a bowl. When the 
father intervened the attendant said, 
“I guess I better get a funnel,” and ac­ 
tually returned w ith,a p ap er funnel. 
The father stop p ed that and suggested 
a sp oon. 
Fifteen minutes later the 
boy died. 
At headq uarters of the 
camp he was told that he might have 
his son’s body that night. Having p ro­ 
vided himself with a p ass to the hos­ 
p ital, he did not k nock when ho en­ 
tered, but as he tried to op en the door 
it struck a heavy object 
It was his 
son s body and the door had struck ! 
the head. 
“I want to arouse the country and 
every mother and father to write to 
the p resident of the United States and 
ap p eal, not in a sp irit of revenge, but 
in order that the examp le of a beloved 
son, brother or a husband may arouse 
the country to save the lives of our 
soldiers,” 
Senator Chamberlain 
de­ 
clared as he finished reading the I 
ter.

BAKER ORDERS QUIZ 


Says Chamberlain Charges Will 
Be Investigated. 


Declares Cases of Neglect of Soldier- 
Patients Hav e Been Reported and 
He Ordered Inv estigations. 


Washington, Jan. 25.—Secretary of 
War Bak er ordered an immediate in­ 
vestigation into the case of a soldier 
alleged to have died at a cantonment 
and whose nuk ed body is said to have 
been found by his father on the iloor 
of a hosp ital. 
Secretary Bak er said: 
“This is not a singular case, I may 
say . 
There have been similar cases 
rep orted to me. In each case there has 
been 
a 
p romp t 
investigation. 
Of 
course, it has been imp ossible to gath­ 
er over u million men without incidents 
of this k imj. 
“It has' been imp ossible to secure 
trained medical attendant:,. Had these 
men been tak en ill while at home they 
would have been cared for in most 
cases by their mothers, sisters or 
wives. 
At the camp s they had to be 
tak en care of by emp loy ees. 
“This must he remembered: That 
the army had to get nurses and hos­ 
p ital attendants without strip p ing the 
regular hosp itals. 
It has been diffi 
cult for even the regular institutions 
to get help . 
“But in each case where there has 
been obvious neglect of p atients there 
will l>e, as there has been, rigid inves­ 
tigation.” 
Mr. Bak er refused to comment di­ 
rectly on the rest of Senator Cham­ 
berlain’s sp eech excep t Tn this one In­ 
stance. 
He said he is to go before 
the house military affairs < mmittee 
Saturday and mak e a detailed state­ 
ment and submit himself to any q ues­ 
tions. 
Clothing shortages, Mr. Bak er indi­ 
cated, had been made up in many in­ 
stances. He said: 
“I am sending to the senate military 
affairs committee for insertion in its 
record a table referring to conditions 
today . The table Senator Chamberlain 
read was p rep ared after telegrap hic 
communications with the camp com­ 
manders December 28.”

Enemy 's Retreat Is Sequel to French 
Victory . 
Italian Army Headq uarters in North­ 
ern Italy , Jan. 25.—The enemy has 
evacuated territory on the northern 
mountain front behind Monte Tomba, 
extending from the Piave river west­ 
ward. 
His defense lines have now 
been moved back to Monte Sp lnoncia. 
Italian p atrols mak ing reconnais­ 
sances in the lust few day s found that 
the enemy ’s p atrols and sentinels had 
been withdrawn and later discovered 
that the enemy had abandoned the en­ 
tire region. 
This retreat is a seq uel 
to the brilliant victory French troop s 
recently obtained on Monte Tomba, 
Inasmuch 
as 
the enemy ’s p osition 
thereafter became untenable. 
Washington, Jan. 25.—The Austrian 
General von Aur and German General 
iebesk id, division commanders, have 
been k illed on the Italian front, Rome 
eables here said.

Declares It an Offense to Defend Inef­ 
ficient Public Serv ant. 
Washington, 
Jan. 
25. — Colonel 
Roosevelt answered Senator Stone’s at­ 
tack up on him In the senate Monday 
in a sp eech before the National Press 
club, characterizing the Missouri sena­ 
tor’s address as an insidious- effort on 
behalf of Germany and as the first in­ 
jection of p artisanship in discussion of 
the government’s conduct of the war. 
Next to assailing an efficient p ublic 
servant, Colonel Roosevelt said, the 
worst offense is to defend an Inefficient 
servant, and for that reason he was 
sup p orting Senator Chamberlain and 
his associates on the military commit­ 
tee who were Investigating the “mal­ 
administration” of the war dep art­ 
ment. 
“The navy was in bad shap e the first 
six months of the war and would ha\6 
met disaster if called into action,” 
continued the colonel. “However, it is 
fine now.” 
He ap p roved the war council and 
munitions director legislation.
